Dear Sir: 


This is the Application of Polar Gas Limited (the "Applicant") for a 
grant of all interests in those lands located in the Northwest Territories 
required for the construction, operation and maintenance of a natural gas 
transmission pipeline and related facilities and for all permits, licences, 
authorizations and approvals under the jurisdiction of your Department which 
are necessary to construct, operate and maintain the Pipeline. 


Polar Gas Limited has also filed today with the National Energy Board 
an Application under Part III of the National Energy Board Act for a Certificate 
of Public Convenience and Necessity to authorize the construction and 
operation of the Pipeline and related facilities. 


Polar Gas Limited proposes to construct and operate a 914 millimetre 
outside diameter natural gas transmission pipeline commencing at the Taglu 
Field on Richards Island, N.W.T., and proceeding southerly along the Mackenzie 
River Valley into the Province of Alberta to a point of termination near Edson, 
Alberta. A 610 millimetre outside diameter supply lateral, approximately 
25 kilometres in length will run from Parsons Lake, N.W.T., to join the mainline 
pipeline approximately 85 kilometres south of Taglu Field near Reindeer Depot. 
The main pipeline will be approximately 2 120 kilometres in length and, with 
the five compressor stations, three heater stations and the other support 
facilities being applied for, will deliver gas at an initial average rate of 
21.07 million cubic metres per day. The mainline pipeline, supply lateral and 
related facilities are collectively referred to herein as the "Pipeline". 


Supporting Materials 


In support of this application, the Applicant is filing herewith ten 
copies of the following five volumes which were also filed today with the 
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(c) Volume V - Geotechnical Assessment; 
(d) Volume VI - Environmental Statement; and 
(e) Volume VII - Regional Socio-Economic Statement. 


For your information, we are also enclosing copies of Volume I consisting of the 
Applicant's application to the National Energy Board. 


The enclosed materials are being submitted in order that your 
Department can commence its review thereof. As you may be aware, the 
Applicant made a submission to, and monitored the public hearings of, the 
Beaufort Sea Environment Assessment Panel. Once the final report of the 
Beaufort Sea Assessment Panel is made public, the Applicant will review such 
report and may make changes to the enclosed supporting materials as a result 
of recommendations contained in such report. It may be that further changes 
to its materials will be also required as a result of the Applicant's ongoing 
northern consultation program. The Applicant wil] advise you on a regular basis 
of any changes which it requires to the enclosed materials. 


General 


The Applicant proposes to commence construction of the Pipeline in 
1987 so that its delivery of Mackenzie Delta gas can commence at the 
beginning of 1991. Pre-construction activities will commence in 1986. In order 
that this schedule can be achieved, it will be necessary that the Applicant 
knows the terms and conditions of the issuance of all required governmental 
grants, permits, authorizations and approvals, including those being applied for 
herein, prior to the end of 1985. 


As described in the enclosed Volume VII (Regional Socio-Economic 
Statement), the Applicant is confident that, with the careful application of its 
policies and programs and with the co-operation of the relevant governments, 
local organizations and local residents, Pipeline construction and operations will 
result in significant net benefits to residents of the western Northwest 
Territories. With respect to the northern environment, the Applicant has set 
out in the enclosed Volume VI (Environmental Statement) an analysis of the 
potential impacts on the northern environment and has proposed measures to 
avoid or minimize such impacts. 


Action Requested by the Applicant 


The Applicant requests that the Minister recommend to _ the 
Governor-in-Council that the Applicant be authorized, pursuant to subsection 
19(f) of the Territorial Lands Act: 


(a) to acquire a fee simple interest in the territorial lands (the "Facilities 
Lands") required by the Applicant for compressor, metering and heater 
stations, communication, operations and valve sites, airstrips, 
permanent access roads and other permanent appurtenances; and 
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(b) to acquire a right-of-way and easement in the territorial lands 
(the "Right-of-Way") in order to construct, operate and maintain the 
mainline and supply lateral portions of the Pipeline. 


In addition, the Applicant will be requesting the Department to 
authorize the issue of all permits, licences, authorizations and approvals under 


its jurisdiction which the Applicant may require to construct, operate and 
maintain the Pipeline. 


The extent and location of the Facilities Lands and the Right-of-Way 
and the Applicant's requirements for backfill and water are generally described 
in the enclosed supporting materials. As the Applicant does further work and 
makes further surveys, the detailed extent and location of its land, water and 
backfill requirements may be changed and the Applicant may amend this 
request to reflect such changes. 


We look forward to working with your Department in this matter. We 
trust that you will have the appropriate Department official contact the 
undersigned if he has any questions with respect to the above.
